OWING  to  the  fact  that  litigation  between  the  owner  and  the 
lessor  of  the  Former  Anderson  Gallery  Building  has  resulted 
in  the  loss  of  Miss  Cummings  sub  lease  of  the  third  floor, 
Miss  Cumming  is  forced  to  offer  the  greater  part  of  her  magnificent 
collection  for  Public  Auction  prior  to  her  removal  to  her  new  shop 
where  her  space  is  limited. 

The  Rose  Cumming  Galleries  have  been  a land  mark  of 
New  York,  situated  on  one  of  the  most  central  cross  roads  of  the 
Metropolis.  Her  bold  signature  wrought  in  bronze,  and  adorning  the 
front  of  the  old  Anderson  Galleries  building  has  been  indicative  of  her 
originality  and  daring.  Both  in  her  selection  of  distinguished  and  rare 
art  objects  and  in  the  subtle  combination  of  colour  values  in  her 
handling  of  textiles.  Miss  Cumming  has  had  few  equals  among  the 
leading  decorative  artists  and  collectors  in  this  country.  She  has  been 
particularly  successful  in  the  introduction  of  Chinese  paper  wall 
covering  as  back  ground  for  well-bred  and  imaginative  drawing  rooms. 
She  has  also  excelled  in  the  design  of  table  glass  and  her  goblets  and 
rummers  which  are  included  in  this  sale,  with  encrusted  figurines  repre- 
senting hunts  have  an  explicable  charm  on  the  dining  table. 

The  furniture  chosen  by  Miss  Cumming  has  always  had  a 
consistent  quality.

One  pair  of  cabriolet  arm  chairs,  signed  by 
the  famous  French  cabinet  maker.  Laroque.  were  acquired  from  the 
Havemyer  estate. 

We  must  add  the  mention  of  the  Hispano  Moresque  gate  of  sur 
passing  beauty  which  is  hoped  will  find  a home  in  one  of  our  museums. 

The  very  large  and  varied  collection  of  lamps  and  decorative
